FATHER FIRST WITNESS. 


The first witness culled was Frank 


Winnie, the father. HU testimony was 
mainly as to when the child first took 
sick, symptoms 
and 
treatment. The 


father said that- medical attendance was 
not called for the reason lie did not be- 
lieve in doctors or medicine, lie did 
not expect the child was going to die 
and that she had not been sick since 
two years old. He certainly did not 
•know' that she was going to die or that 
she might die. It did not occur to him 
<o call a doctor; he did not believe in 
ono. Ho believed in the healing of find; 
believed ill the teachings of Dowie; that 
was the reason lie did not call a doctor. 
There was ;•. time when he did believe in 
doctors and medicine. lie did not con- 
sult with friends relative to tin; child's 
sickness, for he did not believe in it. Had 
they advised medical aid lift would not 
have called a doctor, for the reason he 
believed in God ns a healer. In regard 
to what was given the child, he said they 


part of Ills work to go around. In an- 
swer to questions he said that Dr. Bow- 
ie's followers (lid not believe in doctors 
and he was positive that no doctor was 
ever called to attend a daughter of Dr. 
Dowic. 


2CO POST MORTEM HELD. 


• A post mortem examination was not 


held on the body, owing to a misunder- 
standing between Coroner Hoylc and un- 
dertaker Bart Xhronson, It appears 
that Mr. Thronson was to have met Mr. 
Hoylc at the Winnie home and they 
were to decide whether the body should 
be prepared for burial. The coroner and 
J)r. Breh-.u had been there and departed. 
Mr. Thronson was given 'to understand 
by the family that the doctor said the 
child died of pneumonia and that every- 
thing was all right. Then Mr. Thronson 
prepared 
the body, using 
embalming 


lluid. In the meantime the eoroncr had 
notified nu-n at the undertaking estab- 
lishment not to prepare the body, but 
when Mr. Thronson camo bock to the 
store it was too late.' Under the cir- 
cumstances a post mortem was omitted 
and it would not have done any good 
hod it been held.

I'NEUMOXIA CAUSED DEATH. 
Er. Brchm, the county physician, testi- 


fied to having been called by the coron- 
er; that hi: visited the Winnie home and 
was told by a young lady and the ]>ar- 
ont.H of symptoms of the child's sickness. 
I'rom what lie ascertained he believed 
the child died of pneumonia. 


DOWIE ELDER TESTIFIES. 


Elder Royal, one of the representatives 


from Zion City, who had been called here 
to pray for the child before death, testi- 
fied and explained what the belief of 
Dowic really was. He said they did not 
call a physician because they believed in 
the healing of God. Then he went on 
to explain why they believed it was the 
real 
way to heal the sick. The jury 


questioned him at length ami he read 
passages from the testament to prove 
that he was right. 


One of the jurymen noticed that the 


elder had a rag on his hand and that 
there was a boil thereon. He asked the 
elder why he had a rug on the hand, if 
he believed that God healed those things. 
The elder said it was to keep the cold 
out and then said IIE was depending up- 
on God to heal the boil. The questions 
rather staggered him for a time, but ho 
read from the testament and tried to 
convince the juror he was wrong. 


The elder admitted he came up from 


Zio-n to prey for the child. He said

suddenly Sunday morning about 1:30 
o'clock/at bis home No. 109 Eighth 
street, of neuralgia of the heart. .De- 
ceased had been ailing for a number of 
days with a bad cold and attack of 
grippe, but able to be about the house 
and down to his place of business at 
least once a day. Sunday morning Mrs. 
Stone noticed that he was a very nick 
man, and being alone in the house with 
him, run out and notified people to call 
a physician. Dr. McNItt was summon- 
ed, but he was ill and unable to respond 
and Dr. Nott was then called. When he 
arrived Mr. Stone was dead and the phy- 
sician gave as his opinion that his de- 
mise was caused by neuralgia of the 
heart. Announcement of his death was 
a great shock to friends and the city at 
lar^e. Coroner Jonas Hoylc was noti 
tied and after investigating decided thai 
an inquest was not necessary and issued 
a burial permit. 


CHICAGO UIS BIRTH PLACE. 


Walter L. Stone was horn in the citj 


of Chicago on November 7, 1341, his par

General 
Reyes is far from well and his primary 
object in going to Baltimore ia to be 
treated by a specialht. He has not yet 
decided whether he will »all from Ntw 
Yorl; on the next steamer for Colombia 
on January 17 or whether ht will go to 
Paris on private bu»in«s. 


In a long cablegram 
whicli 
General 


Reyes has dispatched to Gen. Msrroquin, 
he has reviewed the negotiations 
at 


Washington nnd informed the BogoU 
government that after doing everything 
in his power to save something from tha 
wreck he has fulled. 


General Reyes lias not supplemented 


this announcement with a word of ad- 
vice as to the course his government 
?liRll pursue. Naturally, he expects in 
view of the high feeling prevailing in 
Colombia that it will be very difficult to 
restrain his people longer. 


In leaving Gen. Reyc* feels grateful 


for the personal courtesy which has becu 
shown hini during his stay iu this coun- 
try.

After washing, the butter should be 


removed from the churo in the granu- 
lar form, weighed and placed upon 
the worker. It should be spread even- 
'ly on the Bin-face of the worker and 
salted to suit the taste of customers. 
The tendency seems to favor fresher 
butter. 
From one-half to three-quar- 


ters of an ounce of salt to the pound 
of butter will be about right. The salt 
used should be the best obtainable, and 
it should be sifted over the butter and 
perhaps mixed in to some extent with 
the paddle. Alter passing the worker 
over It once or twice the butter should 
be turned and worked again until the 
salt seems to be thoroughly worked 
in. It may then be put away to cool 
and after several hours given the final 
working. The amount of working re- 
quired the second time is to be deter- 
mined by the appearance of the but- 
ter. If the salt is not all worked in at 
first working, portions of the butter 
will be of a lighter color than the rest. 
It should be worked just enough to 
make it all of uniform color. At first 
working'there is no way of telling pos- 
itively whether it is worked enough or 
not, as the "mottles," or streaks, will 
not show for several hours; hence the 
reason for' two workings. Great care 
should be taken not to overwork it, aa 
this will spoil the.grain, which con- 
sists simply of the butter granules tliat 
we had in the churn. When a piece of 
butter of the right grain is broken or 
pulled apart, it should have the ap- 
pearance of broken cast iron; if worked 
too much, it will havo a salvy, greasy 
appearance. Care should be taken to 
keep the butter at "ail times at a uni- 
form temperature, as it will then re- 
maiu hard and firm until finished.-*!.

The average profit {or these 
fifty cows was $18.98 each, but among 
the number there was one in debt to 
him $11, another $6.80, another $5.34, 
another $1.15, and one other made a 
profit of only 44 cents, while the four 
best cows in the lot made an averace 
profit of.?53.77 each.

\Vonld Uke to Know What "City SUlk" 1»— 


'rob'ero of Furnishing 
Furs Article. 


To the Editor: 


Alteration, purification, pasteurization 


jf milk, germs in milk are some of the 
aubjoote mentioned in your issue oJ De- 
cember 19. 


With all the different processes men- 


tioned, the writer has not told how to 
remove the impurities; to make the milk 
wholesome or to kill the germ. I aup- 
JOBO lie will in thrnear future to'the en- 
Jre satisfaction of the most critical. The 
writer does state, however, that "milk is 
naturally a pure food, containing all the 
elements necessary to maintain and sus- 
:ain life." But he clinches it with the 
statement that "city milk is impure." 
Will the -writer please tell us what he 
means "by city milk"! IB it millc pro- 
duced in the country! 


One would naturally infer from tha 


article.thatto get pure milk it would be 
necessary to move in tue country. Pure 
milk tiad pure food are what every indi- 
vidual needs for the preservation of good 
health. And I would be the last one to 
enter a protest to any individual or cor- 
poration that will promote purity and 
cleanliness of all food products. 


I believe, however, in calling a spade 


a spade. The subjects cited in the be- 
ginning of the article "of purity and 
cleanliness" are of vital importance to 
me especially when they refer to food 
products; not because I am interested in 
the sale of milk, but because there are 
others who are, anil there are those 
who are giving their best energies that 
they may produce, not only a pure arti- 
cle," but a clear and wholesome article of 
high quality as to the per cent of butter 
fat or cream and also to flavor. For a 
person to make the statement through 
the press that city milk is impure, con- I 
taining germs that breed disease and 
death and not state what city, state or 
territory where such impurities exist, it 
in a gross injustice to the producer and 
seller of wholesome and pure milk.

FATHER AN D MOTHER 


HEAED AT INQUEST 


-Testify They Are Finn BeUeYers in 


Dowic's Teachings and Would, 


Under no Circiimstances,- 


Call a Doctor. 


An inquest was held at 
the court 


honse tin's morning to determine the 
cause of death of Euth Elizabeth Win- 
ma, three year old daughter'of Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Winnie, of Asylum avenue, 
who died ou Saturday morning without 
a physician having been called, her par- 
ents believing in the teachings of Alex- 
ander Dowie. 


There was not a large crowd present 


and interest not so great as was antici- 
pated. The coroner, district attorney, 
Dr. Bream, parents of the little girl, oth- 
er relatives, Elder Royal, William Bull, 
and several other representatives from 
Zion City, reporters and others in at- 
tendance. 


The jury, composed of Hyland Kay 


niond, David Lawton, Louis Williams, L. 
C. Hahn, Ernest Johnson and George 
TeaTJ, went into the matter deeply, Bart 
Thronson, the undertaker, was also an 
attentive listener. 


FATHER FIRST WITNESS. 


The first witness called was Frank 


Winnie, the father. His testimony was 
mainly SLS to when the child first took 
sick, symptoms 
and 
treatment. The 


father said that medical attendance was 
not called for the reason he did not be- 
lieve in doctors or medicine. He did 
not expect the child was going to die 
and that she had not been sick since 
two years old. lie certainly did not 
•know that she was going to die or that 
she might die. It did not occur to him 
to cull a doctor; la did not believe in 
one. He believed in the healing of God; 
bc-Iicved in the teachings of Dowie; that 
was the reason he did not call u doctor. 
There was <". time when he did believe in 
doctors and medicine. He did not con- 
sult with friends relative to the child's 
sickness, for he did not believe in it. Had 
they advised medical aid lie would not 
have called a doctor, for the reason he 
believed in God as a healer. In regard 
to what was given the child, he said they 
had given what was thought best for 
nourishment and not as medicine. They 
gave her broth, milk, oranges and juice 
and oat meal. He Believed in God as a 
healer and had been, taught the belief by 
Dr. Dowio. Jfone of his believers ever 
received medical aid if they believed in 
the healing of God. 


MOTHER ALSO DOWIEITE. 


Mrs. Winnie, mother of the child, tes- 


tified to about the same thing as her 
husband. She did not believe the child 
would die of the disease; believed in the 
teachings of God. She did not believe 
we all would die. This will be changed. 
Some will come back, each individual 
will not die. She believed in God's word 
and she thought best to follow it in this 
instance. No one suggested -to call a 
physician. She believed her child died 
of pneumonia. 


PNEUMONIA CAUSED DEATH. 
Dr. Brehm, the county physician, testi- 


fied to having been called by the coron- 
er; that h« visited the Winnie home and 
was told by a young lady and the par- 
ents of symptoms of the child's sickness. 
lrrom what he ascertained he believed 
the child died of pneumonia. 


DOWIE ELDER TESTIFIES. 


Elder Royal, one of the representatives 


from Zion City, who had been called here 
to pray for the child before death, testi- 
fied and explained what the belief of 
Dowie really was. He said they did not 
call a physician because they believed in 
the healing of God. Then he went on 
to explain why they believed it was the 
real way to heal the sick. The jury 
questioned him at length and he read 
passages from the testament to prove 
that he was right. 


One of the jurymen noticed that the 


older had a rag on his hand aad that 
there was a boil thereon. He asked the 
elder why he had a rag on the hand, if 
he believed that God healed those things. 
The elder said it was to keep the cold 
out and then said lie was depending up- 
on God to heal the boil. The questions 
rather staggered him lor a time, .but lie 
read from the testament and tried to 
convince the juror he was wrong. 


The elder admitted he came up from 


Zion to pray lor the child. He said 
that he waa not paid, ditPnot expect any 
pay, but that he was paid by the church, 
Ju»t the eamc as a minister. . It was a. 


part of his work to go around. In an- 
swer to questions he said that Dr. Dow- 
ic's followers did not believe in doctors 
and he was positive that no doctor was 
ever culled to attend a (laughter of Dr. 
Dowic. 


NO POST. MORTEM HELD. 


• A post mortem examination was not 


held on the body, owing to a misunder- 
standing between Coroner Hoyle and un- 
dertaker Bart Thronson. It 
appears 


that Mr.-Thronson was to have met Mr. 
Hoyle at the Winnie home and they 
were to decide whether the body should 
be prepared for burial. The coroner and 
Dr. Brehm had been there and departed. 
Mr. Thronson was given 'to understand 
by the family that the doctor said the 
child died of pneumonia and that every- 
thing was all right. Then Mr. Thronson 
prepared 
the body, using 
embalming 


fluid. In the meantime the coroner had 
notified men at the undertaking estab- 
lishment not to prepare the body, but 
when Mr. Thronson came back to the 
store it was too late/ Under the cir- 
cumstances a post mortem was omitted 
and it would not have done any good 
had it been held. 


THE JURY'S FINDINGS. 


The jury, after hearing the evidence 


and talking the matter over, returned 
the following vordiet: "We, the jury, 
in our opinion, from the evidence sub- 
mitted, believe that the child, Ruth Eliz- 
abeth Winnie, came to her death from 
pneumonia, without medical aid, or the 
service of a practicing physician, due to 
the belief of Dowieism by the parents of 
the child." 


This afternoon the funeral was held 


from the Winnie home and the services 
were conducted by Elder Royal, of Zion 
City, many friends being present.

He. has written many 
pleasing pieces ;ind is quitu well known 
as a song writer. He is now located in 
Chicago where he corresponds for sev- 
eral of the country's leading periodicals. 


In his article in Collier's he has solved 


a literary mystery. The literary world 
has wondered whether Sherlock Holmes 
was a, creation of Connn Doyle's brain, 
or a portrait drawn from life. 


Some have accused Doyle of plagiar- 


izing from Poc, the detective of whose 
weird tales of crime has the same won- 
derful deductive faculty. Dr. Jones de- 
clares tiie original was Dr. Joseph Bell, 
an Edinburgh professor, while Sir Hen- 
ery Little-John, another Edinburgh pro- 
fessor influenced Doyle to adapt his cre- 
ation to the detection of crime. 


SHOWED UNUSUAL POWERS. 


Dr. Jones and Doyle were fellow stu- 


dents at Edinburgh University and at- 
tended the surgical demonstrations of 
Dr. Bell at the Edinburgh Royal Infir- 
mary. 
The man 
exhibited incredibly 


acute and sure deductive powers in diag- 
nosis and in guessing the vocation of 
patients from external signs. A photo- 
graph of Dr. Bell is published with, the 
article, and bears a strong. resemblance 
to the pictures of Holmes which illus- 
trate Doyle's books and which have giv- 
en the public its vivid impression of 
Holmes' physical appearance. 


Dr. Jones cites many instances illus- 


trating Dr. Bell's remarkable perceptive 
rowers.

PAYNE ISSUES 
REPORT 


PostmasterGeneralGivesEesume 


ol Year's Business and Makes 


Recommendations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11,—Postmaster 


General Payne, in submitting his annual 
report, which was made public yesterday, 
apologizes for the delay by saying that 
he had beeri kept 
busy 
for several 


months with the investigation of the 
postal frauds, concerning which he sayB: 
"This investigation has' resulted in a 
complete reorganization of some-of the 
bureaus of the department, and it is hop- 
ed has 'eradicated all dishonest, irregular 
and criminal practices, which the investi- 
gation" has developed as having been in 
existence for several years. 


Mr. Payne recommends that a small 


appropriation be made by congress to en- 
able the postmaster general to investi- 
gate the feasibility of telephone service 
in connection with the rural free deliv- 
ery service. 


"That legislation be enacted authoriz- 


ing the exclusion from the mails of all 
matter relating to the class of enter- 
prises known as guessing contests. 


"That congress prohibit by law the use 


of the postal. service of the 
United 


States for the promotion -of gambling 
schemes." ' 
:

To ac- 
complish this 4.030 cars and apartments 
were used on the steam ror.ds, besides 
twenty cars on electric lines under the 
supervision of the railway mail service, 
and eighty-seven apartments on steam- 
boats. It is estimated that these clerks 
handled 15,909,802,630 pieces of ordinary 
mnil and 29,897,003 packages and eases 
of registered mail. The errors by clerks 
in handling the mail as reported indicate 
but one error for every 11,530 pieces cor- 
rectly distributed. 


The rural free delivery service is given 


considerable space in the 
report. On 


June 30. 1902, there were 8,466 rural 
routes in operation. During the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1003, (1,053 routes 
were established, making a total of 15,- 
119 on that date.

known business men and citizens, died 
suddenly Sunday morning about 
1:30 


o'clooi, at big home No. 109 Eighth 
street, of neuralgia of the heart. .De- 
ceased had been ailing for a number of 
days with a bad cold and attack of 
grippe, but able to be about the house 
and down to his place of business at 
leant once a day. Sunday morning Mrs. 
Stone noticed that he was a very sick 


n, and being alone in the house with 


aim, ran out and notified people to call 
a physician. Dr. McJfitt was summon- 
ed, but he was ill and unable to respond 
and Dr. Nbtt was then called. When he 
arrived Mr. Stone was dead and the phy- 
sician gave as his opinion that his de 
mise was caused by neuralgia of the 
heart. Announcement of his death was 
a great shock to friends and the city at 
large. Coroner Jonas Hoyle was noti 
Bed and after investigating decided that 
an inquest was not necessary and issued 
a burial permit. 


CHICAGO HIS BIRTH PLACE. 


Walter L. Stone was born in the city 


of Chicago on November 7, 1841, his par- 
ents being Mr. Horace and Mrs. Emily 
Stone. 'When leas than a. year old he 
was brought to Racine by his parents in 
the fall .of ,18.42.. Ju- the public schools 
of the city he was educated, completing 
Ills eotrrsc in the High school, after which 
lie learned the drug business in his fath- 
er's store, one of the very first opened 
here, and where he was employed dur- 
ing school vacations, also after leaving 
school and until the breaking out of the 
civil war. 


FOUGHT IN MANY BATTLES. 


His patriotism then prompted Mm to 


enlist in the volunteer service for the 
Union ou the 23d of April, 1861, and he 
Decamc a member of Company F, Second 
Wisconsin Infantry, serviing three years. 
The regiment of Mr. Stone belonged to 
;he celebrated Iron Brigade, which won 
much glory by its gallant conduct 
ihrough the war. This regiment is said 
;o have lost more men, killed and wound- 
ed, than any other regiment in the ser- 
vice. In all of the battles Mr. Stone 
mrticipnted. At the battle

Mountain he received a gunshot wound 
n the head and was slightly wounded 
on two other occasions. At the expira- 
tion of his term of enlistment he was 
mustered out and honorably discharged 
from the service and came badt to Ra- 


LOSES FEET IN BLIZZARD. 


For the next twelve years of his life 


rfr. Stone engaged in the drug business 
n company with his father. In 1876, 
vheii the gold excitement broke out in 
the Black Hills, Mr. Stone went to Dead- 
wood, Da., iind here he engaged in the 
mining business and other business. Val- 
uable mining land and other property 
was acquired by him.

MUiiona were caught in one of the in- 
.ensoly cold storms that are peculiar to 
he mountainous country in that lati- 
iude, A high wind, with the mercury 
at 00 below zero, prevailed, and nothing 
but desperate energy and determination 
laved their lives. All were more or less 
'rozen, even the horses had their legs 
rozen. As Mr. Stone was driving he 
did not get aa good a chance to exercise 
as the others. Once while one ol his 
companions was driving, his hands froze 
and the lines fell from his stiff fingers 
o the ground under,the horses foet. The 
iteep mountain road along the edges of 
lie giddy looking precipices left the par- 
y in danger of being dashed to death 
on the rooks hundreds of feet below. Mr. 
Stone secured the lines with great diffi- 
culty, and afterward feared to surrend- 
er them until they had arrived at shelter 
in Lead City. He then iound his feet so 


idly frozen that amputation at the in- 


step became necessary in order to gave 
ils life. A» soon thereafter as possible, 
le returned to Racine, the better to care 
'or Ids health. Being obliged to aban- 
don his property to the car* of others, 
t wta mismanaged and sacrificed, great- 
y to the loss of its owner.

LEAVES WASHINGTON 


Colombian. Envoy Fails to Alter 


Attitude oi United States 


Towards Panama 


Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. a.—Gen. Eeyee, 


who came here as the special envoy of 
Colombia in the hope of arranging a 
peaceful settlement between the United 
States and Colombia regarding the Pnn- 
nnui affair, having failed in hit mission, 
will leave Washington today for Balli- 
more. Ho docs not expect to return nn- 
tcss he receives an intimation from the 
state dnpnrtmcnt that there is yet hope 
of doing something in Colombia's behalf 
that may avoid n rupture. General 
Reyes is far from well and hi* primary 
object in going to Baltimore ia to b* 
treated by a specialist. He bas not ytt 
decided whether he will sail from N»w 
York on the next steamer for Colombia 
on January 17 or whether ht Will go ttt 
Pads on private budfceH. 


In a long cablegram which, General 


Reyes has dispatched to Gen. Marroquin, 
lie has reviewed the negotiations at 


Washington and informed the Bogott, 
government that after doing everything 
in his power to save something from the 
wreck he has failed. 


General Eeyes has not supplemented 


this announcement with a word of ad- 
vice as to the course his government 
shall pursue. Naturally, he expects in 
view of the high feeling prevailing in 
Colombia Hint it will bo very difficult to 
restrain his people longer. 


In leaving Gen. Reyes feels grateful 


for the personal courtesy which has beeu 
shown him during his stay in this coun- 
try. He can suggest no means by which 
Colombia and Panama can settle their 
difference. He thinks it possible that 
the dispatch of a special envoy to Bogo- 
ta from this government might result 
satisfactorily.

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DIETRICH 
IS 


NOT GUILTY 


Court Decided Defendant Was Not 


a Senator at Time of Al- 


leged Bribery 


Construction of Law Prevents Further Proceed- 


ings and He, With Postmater Fisher, is Dis- 


charged—Ex-Congressman Driggs 


Convicted by New York Jury, 


OMAHA, Neb., Jnn. S.—The trial of 


Senator Chas. H. Dietrich for 'alleged 
bribery, in connection with the appoint- 
ment of it postmaster at Hastings, Neb., 
came to an abrupt end today, when the 
United States circuit court, Judge Van 
Dcvanter presiding, decided that Die- 
trich was not a senator at the time the 
alleged acts occurred. 


After 
the delivery of the . opinion, 


which is a lengthy one, and is said to be 
a precedent, Judge Van Devanter in- 
slructad the jury to bring in a verdict 
of not guilty. 


Upon this decision District Attorney 


Summers entered a nolle in other cases 
against the senator, with the statement 
that the construction placed on the law 
by the court precluded further proceed.- 
fngs against Senator Dietrich or Post- 
master Fisher, both of whom were dis- 
charged. 


FBEEDOM FOR FISHER AXSO. 
Immediately utter the verdict was or- 


dered for defendant, District Attorney 
Summer announced that he wished to 
enter a nolle in th« case of Jacob Fisher, 
postmaster at Hastings, explaining his 
motion by saying: 


"In the case of the United States 


against Chae. H. Dietrich it became the 
duty of counsel for the defendant to turn 
from the jury to the court, from the 
facts to the law. It is a consolation to 
know that section 1781 of the revised 
statutes has been construed at a time 
when it seemed necessary and by a court 
that enjoys the full measure of confi- 
dence of both lawyers and laymen. 


"If Chas. H. Dietrich was not'n mem- 


ber of congress until after Dec. 2, 1801, 
and the court has held that he was not. 
then Jacob Fisher cannot be put oil trial 
for or on any charge of agreement to 
pay or paying certain sums of money to 
him 
or performing contracts for him 


during the months from July to October 
1001, under a contract made with hin 
as a member of congress whereby Jacob 
Fisher was to be appointed postmaster.'' 


LAW RELATING TO CASE. 


In delivering the opinion of the court. 


Judge Van Devanter said: 


"This defendant is charged with re- 


ceiving and agreeing to receive, while a 
member of the United States senate, or 
a part of the United States congress, 
valuable consideration from one Fisher, 
for procuring or aiding to procure for 
him the appointment of postmaster at 
Hastings, Neb. Section .1781 of the re- 
vised statutes under which this action 
is brought contains two distinct and sep- 
arate prohibitions. The first paragraph, 
under which this indictment is brought, 
provides that every member of congress, 
oflicer or agent of the government, who 
commits certain acts, shall be guilty of 
a 
demeanor and provides for certain 


punishment. 


"The other paragraph provides that 


every member of congress', officer 
or 


agent of the government,- after his elec- 
tion, etc, 
shall be liable to- the penalty 


provided 
for the commission of such 


acts." 


THE DISTINCTION SHOWN. . 


The opinion then defines the difference 


of meaning between the two paragraphs 
and is to the effect that a man elected to 
congress does uot actually become 
a 


member of that body until he 1ms quali- 
fied and taken the oath, at the bar o£ 
the house to which he has been elected. 
Judge Van Devanter said that the coiirt 
was unable to find a single instance, nor 
had counsel cited any instance, where a 
jnembcr of congress, after his election 
and prior to his qualification before the 
administering of oath by that .body had 
enjoyed greater privileges than any oth- 
er person, by means of their election, al-- 
though they often enjoyed much .great- 
er influence. 


The last paragraph, said the court, re- 


fers to acts which may be committed by 
members of congress after their qualify 
cation or acceptance of the duties of 
their offices. 


Continuing, he said: 


COURTS CONSTRUE LAW. 


Under the law, therefore, there is no 


crime, except where congress has so de- 
clared. The court does not make the 
law or say what it should .-like to have 
It be. Congress makes the law and the 
courts construe it. Here congress has 
said that members of, thnt body,- who 
take bribes shall Ue punished.": 'It,miglit, 
perhaps, be competent for congress to 
enact a Jaiv which woiild make,a penal 


for any person to attempt to »e-i 


cure for another au office under the Un- 
ited States government. But such a 
suggestion is not included in this stat- 
ute. Instead of saying every person, it 
is confined to members of congress, offi-. 
cers and agents of the United States. 
The two houses of congress, under the 
constitution, are merely judges of whom 
shall sit as- members of their respective 
bodies. The district attorney has ad- 
mitted that there was no session of con- 
gress from March 25, the date of the 
election by the legislature of Senator 
Dietrich, and Dec. 2, the date of the con- 
vening of congress. Until 
the latter 


date, there could be no question raised 
as to his actual membership in the sen- 
ate nor could he qualify before that 
body iintil that time. Until then it was 
not known whether he would be per- 
mitted to enter upon his duties as a 
United States senator, and as the repre- 
sentative of the people of Nebraska be- 
fore that body." 


The opinion then defines the meaning 


of members-elect, ex-members and mem- 
bers of congress, and closes: 


"Our opinion therefore, is that this de- 


fendant was not a United States sena- 
tor at the time of the acts charged in 
this indictment within the inhibition of 
this statute. The jury is instructed to 
tnd a verdict of not guilty." 


SAY DRIGGS IS 
GUILTY 


Ex-Congressman Convicted ol Ac- 


cepting1 Money From Water- 


town, Wis., Firm. 


NEW YORK, Jan. S.—After deliberat- 


ing forty-five minutes yesterday, a jury 
found former Congressman Edmund H. 
Driggs guilty of accepting money to pro- 
cure a contract between a private com- 
pany and the government -while serving 
as a member of congress. The jury rec- 
ommended mercy. 


In response Judge Thomas said, the re- 


comincndfition was eminently fitting, as 
Mr. Driggs undoubtedly violated the sta- 
tute unwittingly. Judge Thomas said 
he believed Mr. Drigga was only guilty 
in a technical sense. 


In charging the jury, Judge Thomas 


said Driggs had a perfect right to ten- 
der services to the Brandt-Dent com- 
pany of Watertown, Wis., gratuitously, 
but if he was a congressman-elect and 
receiving compensation, then he 
was 


guilty. 


The court denied a motion for a new 


trial, and reserved decision on a motion 
for a stay of proceedings pending an ap- 
peal. 


He said: "I wish I could inllict a sen- 


tence without imprisonment, but I can 
not under the laws. I shall make the 
sentence as light us I possibly can. You, 
Driggs, are free to come and go as you 
please." 


The extreme penalty fo;: the crime of 


which Driggs was convicted is two years' 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine. Sentence 
will be pronounced later. 


Mr. Driggs freely admitted that he 


had placed 250 of the cashier company's 
machines in various departments of the 
postoffice at Washington, and that he 
was paid $12,500 by .the company. Mr. 
Driggs also admitted that he gave money 
to George W. Beavers, who was a super- 
intendent in the postoffice department. 
He declared that when he gave Beavers 
$2,300 in 1900, it was not for services 
rendered, but went toward a campaign 
fund. At that time Mr. Driggs was a 
candidate for president of the borough 
of Brooklyn.. 


MEMBER WHEN ELECTED. 


"Former Congressman Driggs who was 


convicted, here yesterday of receiving 
compensation for aiding in the procure- 
ment of a contract with tho government, 
in his defense said although lie had been 
elected a congressman, he had not taken 
his seat at the time of the alleged im- 
proper transaction. Mr. Driggs' attor- 
ney contended throughout that his client 
was not a congressman until he had ac- 
tually taken the oath of office, but the 
prosecuting attorney maintained that 
the defendant was a member of congress 
from March 4, when the preceding house 
of representatives adjourned. 
Judge 


Thomas left it to the jury to decide 
whether the term as congressman had 
actually begun at the time in question, 
and the jury brought in a reriliet oi 
guilty."

Captain ITrederick Pabst filed this after- 
noon, leaves an estate estimated in'val- 
ue at $10,000,000 in trust. No public 
bequests are made. The widow, four 
children and an adopted daughter each 
receive one-sbciji of the estate. The 
widow is given an option of a $50,600 an- 
nuity in lieu of one-sixth of the estate.

What effect the trend of public opin- 


ion may in the future exert upon the at- 
titude of our government no one can 
foresee. There is very small probabili- 
ty that the United States will be drawn 
into the far eastern complication. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his administration 
will pursue a policy of strict and correct 
neutrality, no matter what their private 
sentiments may be. It 
is, however, 


barely possible that at some stage of the 
struggle between Russia and Japan, as- 
raming that war actually breaks 
out, 


the United States may join with Great 
Britain in demanding that terms of set- 
tlement fair to Japan shall be imposed 
bjr Russia. It is the prevailing belief 
here that at first the Japanese arms will 
win many victories; but that in tho end 
Russia will conquer. When the hour of 
settlement comes Great Britain and the 
United States are likely to have some- 
thing to sny. Speculation upon a dis- 
tant contingency is not profitable, but it 
is interesting to know that the very mo- 
ment public opinion in the United States 
sanctions an alliance between the United 
States and Great Britain for the pur- 
pose of preserving Japan and for saving 
China from complete absorption by the 
Muscovite such an alliance will be made. 
The emergency may never arise, and if 
it docs public opinion may not sanction 
interference 
by our 
government. At 


the same time it is well to bear these 
things in mind, for already they are not 
a little talked of in oftioia.1 and diplomat1

COMMISSION. 


'['he Inter State Commerce Commission 


in its annual report in admitting the El- 
kins law had been of some benefit, spoil- 
ed it all by the candid admission that: 


"Tho commission does not mean 
to 


say, howevtr, that preferences are no 
longer secured of the nature which the 
recent law aims to prevent. Tariffs as 
published and filed arc now generally ob- 
served, but in some cases the 
tariffs 


themselves arc so framed and contain 
such provisions as to permit preferences 
without departing from their terms, and 
some illustrations are given. The tar- 
iffs are not departed from in imch cases, 
but the things which can be done in ac- 
cordance with the tariff may be equivo.: 
lent to the payment of s, rebate. The 
letter of the law is observed, but its pur- 
pose is disregarded." 


This language is plain, there is no mis- 


taking it. Despite the Elkins law says 
the Commission, 
transportation com- 


panies con carry out the letter of the 
law and yet continue just the same in 
giving freight discriminations and re- 
bates. This is an instance of how con- 
gress may do things. Whether inten- 
tionally or not, the defects are therein, 
and grave defects there are, and the 
Commission performed its duty in re- 
minding congress its reform act, was in 
fact,, no .reform worth speaking of. The 
publicity features embraced in the crea- 
tion of the new department of commerce 
nnd labor are worth practically but lit- 
tle, for tho life, the ability of the trust 
and combine, is in the rebates, discrimi- 
nations enjoyed. Take those away and 
the rules and methods of legitimate com- 
petition are restored, at the same time 
banishing the elements of business and 
trade conspiracies. 


The measure introduced by Represen- 


tative H. A. Cooper giving the Inter 
State Commission more and necessary 
power fills a vacant spot, that has al- 
ways so far rendered completely nuga- 
tory all efforts of the Commission. It 
is not always in these bills the element 
of complete justice is so prevalent all 
tlirough. The Cooper bill rends 
the 


thick hide of the railroad elephant and 
enables the Oommiasion to get in some 
necessary work of reformation. At tho 
panic time this strengthening the hands 
of the Commission, doos not a whit of 
injustice to the roods since their inter- 
ests ate guarded at all points by the 
right of appeals. If congress desires to 
do something in the interests of the 
jjreat ma£s of plain, common people, it 
will do something towards enabling the 
plain, ordinary, business man, the cor- 
poration enjoying; no special rights of 
levying taxes, as the meat combine, the 
oil trust, the steel trust, the material 
men combines, the railroads, the sugar 
and the ealt combines do, to do business 


without the trust highwaymen always 
being at their heels. 


The Cooper bill is a, good bill and 


ought to become" law. 


THE MeVESTIOATIpff IN PROGRESS. 


The coroner's inquest on the victims 


of the fire in the Iroquois theater is in 
progress and every indication is develop- 
ing the certainty of a searching examina- 
tion and the,ascertaining of the whole 
miserable truth. The legal effect of the 
lamentable lack of prevention, of the pit- 
iable locking of exit doors which stared 
the feted victims on that sorrowful day, 
of the fire ..escapes which led to 
sure 


death, of the now certain violations by 
the score of city ordinances, of the neg- 
leot or purposeful violations of the build- 
ing ordinances, of the shameless neglect 
of the city authorities to even take ordi- 
nary precautions that at least fire escapes 
and lire exits were in working order and 
in abundance, and the manifest proof po- 
litical graft existed and abounded, will 
be seen later. The evidence shows that 
while a fortunate fe\v 
had very little 


trouble in escaping, others had indeed 
narrow escapes, and the stories told be- 
fore the jury reveal a depth of evasion 
of common precautions, of the 
plain 


duty of city authorities, that ought to 
fasten responsibility somewheres where 
not only justice may be (Zone, but repar- 
ation in the only way it can be made, 
be tendered the living. 


Everywheres municipal 
authorities 


should peruse carefully the 
testimony 


that has already been made public and 
now being delivered. If there exists a 
belief this matter is to blow over and 
necessary improvements ordered and 
promised to be made, may be ignored, 
postponed, in fact postponed for good, 
theatrical managers, owners of buildings 
where the public are invited, and city 
authorities, it may as well be dismissed. 
An aroused public sentiment now pre- 
vails regardless of any political lines, 
that will and is demanding a reformation 
from past methods and a making hu- 
manly safe, where now notoriously un- 
manely safe, where now notoriously un- 
safe conditions prevail. 


In every city where the proper au- 


thority have made examinations and the 
rcsiilt disclosed a lack of fire prccaxitions 
and a lack of proper fire exits and fire 
escapes, it is the bounden duty of au- 
thority to permit no evasion, no putting 
off on any consideration. The 
public 


safety is paramount to everything else. 
It is claimed if there is no particu- 
lar state law in force bearing upon re- 
sponsibility of owners and managers of 
public resorts and public buildings, there 
is the common law, always available. 
And that every municipality shares in 
the responsibility admits of no question. 


In some other states factory inspectors 


are actively at work regardless of local 
considerations or political interests. In 
this faction ridden state what are the 
state factory, inspectors 
now doing? 


Why are they not actively at. work? 
There is work for them evcrywhcres. 


A WAHXIXG AGAINST EXC-ESSIVE 


SPEED. 


The warning of Mr. Westinghouse to 


the railroads of the country that they 
have passed the limit in point of speed, 
should be heeded. 
The air brake he 


points out, fails to act with certainty 
under the terrific speed maintained by 
the fast trains. The otl>/jr appliances at- 
tached to the locomotives and 
trains 


seem useless under isucli tremendous 
speed, and from late disastrous accidents 
it is certain the road beds, the system of 
arranging for the passage of trains, and 
especially the methods of running trains 
on the single track roads, are at Fault. 
It is pointed out that trains running at 
the rate of sixty miles an hour have four 
times the force of a train running at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour. In this 
connection says the Chicago Record Her- 
ald in an editorial on this subject: 


"The wrecks on the Baltimore and 


Ohio and on the Pere Marquette rail- 
roads, if not contributed to 
by high 


speed, were examples of the terrible re- 
sults which happen when disaster over- 
takes a train running at a high rate 
of speed; In one case more than BO peo- 
ple were killed and more than 70 injur- 
ed, and in the other more than a score 
met death and as many more severe in- 
jury. In each case the trains were run- 
ning at least 60 miles an hour. 


Contrasted with these wrecks is the 


wreck which happened Dec. 20 last on 
the Fort Wayne Rotd between the limit- 
ed and a freight train. The former was 
running about thirty miles an hour and 
the latter about eight miles, and tho im- 
pact was so slight that but three persons 
were killed and a few injured. The dif- 
ference in the results was almost entire- 
ly due to the difference in speed. 


In January 1900, F. A. Delano, gen- 


eral manager of the Burlington road, 
read a paper before the Western Rail- 
way club in which he pointed out the 
great cost both to life and property of 
operating trains at high speed. In dis- 
cussing the increased danger and cost 
of wrecks G. H. Henderson of the North- 
western at that time said: 
"We all 


know that the effect of a collision is in 
proportion to the square of the velocity 
of the train. The difference 
between 


the work done by an engine going thirty 
miles an hour and one going sixty miles 
can be illustrated as 'follows: At thirty 
miles an hour the momentum of 
the 


train in sufficient to raise it thirty feet 
vertically,! and at sixty miles an hour the 
momentum would raise it 120 feet; In 
considering the damage that would.be 
done in wrecks at different speed* we 
can get .an adequate idea by considering 
the damage-that would be done by drop- 
ping a train from n-n altitude of thirty 
feet and another from, an altitude of 120 
feet, the former representing a speed'of 
thirty miles an hour and the-latter six- 
ty miles an-hour." 


In other words, the damage at sixty 


miles an hour is pretty certain to be at 
least four times that ;at thirty miles. 
Add to this tho increased probability 


of a wreck at high, speed, which ri pro- 
moted by a score of causes, and it can 
readily be Been that the cost to human 
life "and property of maintaining high- 
speed trains on American railroads ia 
truly terrible. If, therefore, great speed 
is a public necessity railroads.should at 
least provide every known safety device 
if not cease operating other trains on 
tracks over which excessively fast trains

Red fire journalism pictured the awful 


theater horror in Chicago in every light. 
Everyone who could pbssibly be brought 
into the matter was brought in and 
identified where he belonged. It was 
shown how guilty and negligent city of- 
ficials were in permitting violations of 
the city ordinances, and how all this 
criminal carelessness, 
rather political 


graft, resulted in ;i world's calamity. It 
duly pictured the dangerous 
charac- 


ter of many of the public places of Chi- 
cago, but noticeable all through,; tender- 
ness was shown the hotels, but why,'has 
not beea explained, for certainly travel- 
ers and boarders seeking the paid for 
hospitality of a hotel are just1 as much 
entitled to protection against the dan- 
gers of fire, as are the patrons of thea- 
ters and pubb'c halls. There are hotels 
in Chicago as in other 
cities today, 


where patrons would not find a fire es- 
cape at all, or else if they did after 
great good luck amid the smoke and con- 
fusion 
of 
a 
fire, 
discover one, 


it . would 
be 
a 


cape located on one 


lonely 
aide of 


fire-es- 
a great 


building. The day will come, if it not al- 
ready has, when the law wiJI absolutely 
require the owners or managers of every 
edifice of a public character, or building 
where numbers of people are at work or 
employed, to be furnished with substan- 
tial Ore escapes on each exposed side ot 
the building, and will not permit any 
such excuses for fire escapes us exist on 
some buildings. 


However-to go back, to Chicago. The 


mayor no sooner had responded to the 
public demand, and the only way he 
could respond, was not to pursue the for- 
mer dilatory methods and let owners of 
buildings .talce. their time to conform to 
the law and notification of police, and 
thus to do or not do as minded, but to 
simply close every suspected place up 
until the law had been complied with, 
when the denunciations commenced upon 
a iiew key.' This time he was a tyrant 
closing up places of a public character 
and thus compelling the enforced tem- 
porary vacations of numbers of people. 
But some form of tyrannism ia necessary 
if the laws are to be enforced. If left to 
themselves building ordinances and fire 
ordinances will never be enforced, just 
as ordinances now are not 
enforced 


which materially affect the public safety, 
like 
the 
hourly 
violated ordinance 


against riding bicycles on the 'sidewalks. 
It is certainly clearly evident the way 
to enforce municipal regulation is t(Teri- 
force them. Therefore Mayor Harrison 
instead of being condemned by the'sen- 
sational press, should be commended, 
though it may even all be, that he prev- 
iously to the great horror had been woe- 
fully slack. The places closed up, num- 
bering nearly four hundred, prove the 
awful condition of municipal government 
in Chicago, and the political graft or 
what one is pleased to call it, lins per- 
mitted violations of ordinances by the 
dozen ia every public building almost. 
If the owners of these 
now presumed 


closed places desire not to remain closed 
long, it is in their power to very prompt- 
ly remedy the trouble and reopen again.

ago fastened upon the people that party 
nominations were tabooed, and yet the 
impression .is conveyed by the political 
managers that the majority of the court 
must be made up of judges of the domi- 
nant party. This seems to be managed 
in some way while the people indulge 
in the idea the court is entirely non par- 
tisan. This bting the case, either non 
partisan or the other -way just as one 
views it, it is not surprising that party 
factionalism seeks to introduce a new- 
element and have a judge of its own. 
Tfiis would apparently look like it from 
the statement made public that James E. 
Erwin of Neenah is the chosen one of the 
governor. It would not be human na- 
ture if an opposing factor to this be not 
introduced, and this appears in the re- 
port J. K. Luse of Superior was also 
in the field, but who is not enrolled as a 
private or official in the administration 
'ranks, jtotli these gentlemen are an- 
nounced to be in, the field through the 
medium of a call and will make an ac- 
tive, canvass for the position, though it 
is not yet positive whether or not the 
bar association will try to make a se- 
lection as between the two, for tht two 
oppose each other. Both are Republi- 
cans. 


There have been a few other names 


suggested. Judge Hastings from the 
northeastern part of the state, Judge 
Marshall of Chippewa Falls, Charles H. 
Webb of Grand Rapids, John Barnes of 
Rhineland,er. But as this latter is a 
Democrat nothing further will come out 
of the mention. Judge Clementson of 
Lancaster has also been mentioned, but 
as Judge Hastings once declined a nomi- 
nation to the bench through Governor 
Upham, it is believed Judge Clementson 
will remain in his conclusion reached 
some few years ago not to seek a place 
on the supreme court.

A fed- 
eral jury in Louisiana reports peonage 
cases as does Georgia, but from these 
places reports come of convictions. 


It may just ns well be assumed by the 


people of the north that had it not been 
for the southern people themselves be- 
fore this the new slavery would have 
secured a foothold that in another two 
or three years would have required an- 
other war to have effaced.

ministev treatment, as the parents don't 
believe in medicine, depending entirely 
on the efficacy of prayer,aud now District 
Attorney Elnier E. Gittins is looking up 
the Ijiw to see whether or not it will be 
advisable to prosecute on the grounds 
of criminal negligence. 


Little Ruth, who, had she lived, would 


be 3 years old a week from tomorrow, 
was taken sick New Year's day while 
the parents and the little Miss were vis- 
iting at the residence of her grand par- 
ents, who live ii few doors north from 
tlie Winnie homestead. She complained 
ot a tired feeling. Her parents, having 
•livino faith in the teaching of Dowie's 
ohiurch, called by them the Christian Ca- 
tholic church of Zion, read scriptures 
and had faith in their prayers, thinking 
that their daughter would recover by 
following out Bowie's instructions. 


THE FATHER INTERVIEWED. 


Mr. Winnie, the father of the child, is 


a painter by tnidc. He with his wife 
left 
the Methodiat 
church 
several 


months ago to 
accept Powie's faith. 


Wheii interviewed nt his residence this 
morning, lie admitted that a physician' 
had not been called. "We don't Ijulicvc 
in calling n doctor according to 
the 


teachings of 
the 
Christian 
Catholic 


cbureh," declnral the father in a melan- 
choly mood. "Ruth complained of being 
tired before her real sickness. "We did 
all w« could for her, but pneumonia had 
too firm a grip and at last she was sum- 
moned to rest." 


The family rend scriptures from t)ie 


"good book" and gave the child lemon 
juice and milk thinking that would be 
sutfioient to effect a cure. 


When Mr. Winnie was nskcd nbout the 


Juaeral -services he .will- the,v-wsiUcI be 


hclu Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
the house, to be conducted by an elder 
from Dowie's church in Waukegan. 


CORONER INVESTIGATES. 


Coroner Hoyle, thinking that the case 


warranted an investigation, called at the 
office of Dr. Brehm, the county physio 
ian, and the two repaired to the Winnie 
residence, where an examination of the 
child was made and several questions 
asked. They informed the officials, that 
they didn't believe in practicing physic- 
ians, but placed their faith in the divine 
teachings of the 
Christian Catholic 


church. They said they had used no 
medicine since 1890, and told the physic- 
ian they gave the child lemon juice and 
milk. They revealed all of the civctim- 
stanees. 


The coroner returned to the city and 


laid the facts of the CRBC before District 
Attorney Elmer E. Gittins, who decided 
to look up the law and if he finds th«t it 
has been violated, will institute charges 
on the grounds of criminal negligence. 
A post mortem will be held to remove 
the left lung of the child in hopes of find- 
ing the real cause of her demise. 


Mr. Winnie stated this morning that 


he had beem a member of Dowie's church 
for a long time and still had perfect 
faith in his "divine" teachings. He fur- 
ther said that he intended to move his 
family to Zion City before long and per- 
manently locate there with the rest of 
Dowie's subjects. 


NINE or rAiTH~iN RAOINE:— 


"There ate now nine members of Dow- 


ie's church in this city, although Racine 
has produced many other Dowieites who 
have gone to Zion City to live," contin- 
uect Mr. Winnie in his interview. They 
hold meetings regularly at 1122 Eighth 
street, tlie home of William Cary, where 
they carry out the instructions .laid down 
to them by Mr. Dowie, admitted the gen- 
tleman. 


Ruth was a pretty child and the 


youngest of the family. She is survived 
by her parents and three other children, 
the oldest of whom is eleven yetirs of 
age. 


Mr. Winnie is a painter and with liis 


wife left the Methodist church many 
months ago to accept Dowie's faith. The 
father wanted the matter "covered" del- 
icately, using a newspaper expression, as 
hn did not care to have any scandalous 
renbrts given.

After washing, the butter should be 


removed from the churn in the granu- 
lar forin, weighed and placed upon 
the worker. It should be spread even- 
ly on the surface of the worker and 
salted to suit the taste of customers. 
The tendency seenjs to favor fresher 
butter. 
Prom one-half to three-quar- 


ters of an ounce of salt to the pound 
of butter will be about right. The salt 
used should be the beat obtainable, and 
it should be sifted over the butter and 
perhaps mixed in to some extent with 
the paddle. After passing the worker 
over it once or twtce the butter should 
be turned and worked again until the 
salt seems to be thoroughly worked 
in. It may then be put away to cool 
and after several hoiira given the final 
•working. The amount of working re- 
quired the second time is to be deter- 
mined by the appearance of the but- 
ter. If the salt is not all worked in at 
first working, portions of the butter 
will be of a lighter color than the rest. 
It should be worked just enough to 
make it all of uniform color. At first 
working there is no way of telling pos- 
itively whether it;is worked enough or 
not, as the "mottles," or streaks, will 
not show for several hours; hence the 
reason for two workings. Great care 
should be taken not to overwork it, aa 
tbjs will spoil the; grain, which con- 
sists simply of the Icrotter granules that 
we had in the churn. When a piece of 
butter of the right grain is broken or 
puiled apart, it should have the ap- 
pearance of broken cast iron; if worked 
too much, it will have a aalvy, greasy 
appearance. Care should be taken to 
keep the butter at "nil times at a uni- 
form temperature, fts it will then re- 
main hard and firm until finished.—M.

Would llkti to Know fTbal "City Milk" U— 


DJMnuM* Problem 


Pure Article. 


To the Editors 


Filteration, purification, pasteurization 


of milk, germs in milk are some of the 
subjects mentioned in your issue of De- 
cember Ifi. 


With all the different processes men- 


tioned, the writer has not told how to 
remove the impurities; to make the milk 
wholesome or to kill the germ. I sup- 
pose he will in th*ncar ftrture to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the most critical. The 
writer does state, however, that "milk is 
naturally a pure foc>d, containing all the 
elements necessary to maintain and sus- 
tain lire;" But he clinches it with the 
statement that "city milk is inip-ure." 
Will the writer please tell us what he 
means "by city milk"! Is it mttk pro- 
duced in the country. 1 


One would naturally infer from tha 


article, that'to get pure milk it would be 
necessary to move in tlie country.? Pure 
milk and pnre food are what every indi- 
vidual needs for the preservation of good 
health. And I would be the last one to 
enter a protest to any individual or cor- 
poration that will promote purity and 
cleanliness of all food products. . - . 


I believe, however, in calling a spade 


o spade. The subjects cited in the be- 
ginning of the article "of purity and 
cleanliness™ are of vital importance to 
me especially when they refer to food 
products; not because I am interested in 
the sale of milk, but because there are 
others who are, and there »re those 
who are giving their best energies that 
they may produce, not only a puce arti- 
cle, but a clear and wholesome article ;of 
high quality as to the per cent of butter 
fat or cream and also to flavor. For a 
person to make the statement through ! 
the press that city milk is impure, con- i 
tainlng germs that breed disease and 
death and not state what .city, state or 
territory where such impurities exist, it 
is a gross inj\istice to the producer and 
seller of wholesome and pure milk. 


Purity and cleanliness are essential, 


but not the only object to be accom- 
plished in the production of milk for 
the market. Purity means free from a 
mixture oi foreign matters. There is 
such a thing mentioned by Webster as 
''pare villian." Pure water, perchance, 
it may be rain or artesian water, neither 
being very palatable to some tnstes. The 
same with milk; it must have taste and 
lavor suitable to the demands;of the 
trade. Cleanliness is next to Godliness 
and is very esaention for success in any 
susiness, especially the milk business. 


Clean udders, clean hands and a clean 


jerson to handle and deliver comes very 
icar bringing about pure milk. Without 
cleanliness it is impossible to produce 
a good article of milk. We may kill the 
jerms by boiling or scalding them .but 
;hat will not reduce the solids; you. may 
strain and separate but that does not 
add to the flavors. There i3 but one way 
md only one to produce to a good ar-
